fore you had need with all your Companies, 
attend your duty towards God, towards one 
anothers Soulr;, this is the way to come oF 
when beſet with dangers. Prayer hath brought 
many 4a Veſſel off , and Ships company off , 
when all bope of being ſaved hath been takers 
away. 

3. Tour time looks as if it were ſhort;have 
0t you of all men cauſe to reckon jo ? Can 
you enſure your lives, though you may your 
Veſſels, and your Ventures? hath God told 
you, you ſhall not miſcarry this Voyage? who 
can tell what is in the womb of To-morrow £ 
then can any tell what is in the womb of a 
twelve months, or a twenty months Voyage e 
Can you promiſe. your ſelves a return home

any thing you know to be ſhort ).

And do good to all under your 
command and charge, as opportunities preſent 
to you, that you may have the mercies of all 
that [ail with you to be giuÞyy unto you, and 
mever come under the judgement of having 
them that ſail with you to come in 3s witneſ-

Brethren, 
Cannot but with all the oppor- 

I tunities that I can, promote the 
honour of my dear Maſter, and the 
intereſt of precious Souls.I would by pray- 
ers, tears, intreaties, preaching, writing 3 
be doing what can poſlible to pluck poor 
Creatures out of the ſnares of Satan; and 
of all ſorts of men, poor Seamen have not 
the leaſt ſhare in my affeQions : I can I 
hope though in too low a degree yet ſpeak 
theſe words of Pax/ to you, Brethren my 
hearts deſire and prayer to God for your Souls 
#, that they may be ſaved. | know the re- 
demption of the Soul is precious, and cea- 
ſeth for ever, and ſhortly you will be out 
of the reach of my intreaties, and I expect 
ere long to put off this Tabernacle; the 
ſhortneſs of my breath, and the weakneſs 
of my body, cry aloud to me, What thou 
doſt 
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doſt do quickly, for ſhortly thou muſt be 
filent. I am not ignorant of the dangers 
that you grapple with every moment ; 
methinks when I hear the wind begin to 
ruſtle, my heart begins to ake ; fain would 
I doall that I can to ſecure you from an 
everlaſting wrack. I am not inſenfible how 
many temptations you meet with, and how 
much you are: expoſed in thoſe hot Climates 
you trade in, and of what prevalency bad 
examples may be with ſome 3 I know alſo 
that the want of quickning Ordinances , 
and powerful preaching, when you are 
abroad, doth not a little hazzard the 
cooling of your affections to Spiritual 
things. I cafe alſo but obſerve that a 
ſtrange hardneſs, ſtupidneſs, and uncon- 
cernedneſs hath poſſeſled moſt of your 
tribe. And who can chuſe but bewail the 
condition of menithat live within fight of 
death and eternity every hour , and yet 
carry it as if there were no other life be- 
yond this 3-or as if their buſineſs here were 
co ſecure miſery and damnation hereafter, 
Oh what doth fin make men | what fots, 
mad men, and fools are moſt? and who 
worſe than ſome Seamen? who of all men 
living ſhould be moſt ſerious. T hey which 
carry their lives in their hands had need 
carry grace 1a their hearts. wk 
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Oh what a ſad ſound it is to hear any of 
them ſwearing and- curſing, and damnin 
who one would think ſhould be almoſt al- 
ways praying, or praiſing of God ! when 
I lay all theſe things together, and conſider 
how loud God bimſelt hath ſpoke within 
theſe few years to poor Seamen, I could 
not but ſtrike in with Providence : It may 
be ſome may hcar, and in this their day un- 
derſtand the thiogs of their peace before 
they be hid. 

It was not long fince the diſmall thun- 
dring of Cannons did alarum poor ſleepy 
Seamen;z it's not Jong fince the groans of 
the dying ſpoke aloud to you to get an 
Ark ; its not long ſince the wounds of 

our Brethren opened their mouths and 
pid you look quickly for the Balm of G- 
lead; it's not long fince the decks of your 
Ships were ſlippery with the brains and 
blood of your friends : and what doth all 
this teach you, but that your lives and ſouls 
are in unſpeakable hazzard; and whoſo- 
ever negle&s the minding of Chriſt and 
his Soul, it ſhould not be a Seaman, Eſpeci 


I will ay nothing of the later ſtorms, and that far 

ſtorm te 

thouſands of Souls, September laſt, which occaſioned the Authe 

preaching ſeveral of the enſuing Sermons, eſpecially upon tt 

Text, The Lot fell upon Fonah. And allo it cccafioned their co 

mitting to publick view, that they may be prepared againſt ſucce 
Ying ſtorms and tempekts, 

diſmal 
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difmal terhpeſts, although I believe they 
are riot eaſily to be parallel'd in ſome 
hundreds of years: I paſs by the miſerable 
captivity of others; and what ſtorms the 
tribe of Mariners may ſtill meet with, I 
will not now fay. When I conſider what 
leiſure you have to read, when you can- 
not hear, and how heart-affefting a warm 
diſcourſe may be to you when you have 
time to read and think, and read and ſee; 
and hear what is writ, and read and pray 
tooz I can't but commend to your ſerious 
peruſal this judicious praQical and affe&i- 
onate piece of my reverend Brother. 

And now [I have an opportunity give me 
leave toadd a word or two more to quick- 
en you to ſeriouſneſs, and let me leave 
theſe following lines as a witneſs of my 
hearty affefions to you, which I beg of 
you to think of,when I am dead and gone. 
Again, 1 beſcech you as you love your Souls 
think of theſe enſuing Conkiderations. 


1. Conſider what a forry Veſlel you 
have under you, how brittle is that Bark 
that you are failing in; a little blaſt over- 
ſers it, aleak inks it, if it ſtrike upon the 
ground it's ſoon broken ; I mean your bo+ 
dies are poor frail things, and are ſoon 
ſhaken;z you dwell in tabernacles of clay, 
whoſe 
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whoſe foundation is in the duſt, and is it 
not worth the while to think ſeriouſly what 
ſhall I do to live for ever? , 

2. Conſider what precious Wares this 
Veſſel is laden with, Your Veſlel is your 
Body, the lading your Soul, and what do 
you think a Soul is worth? as little as moſt 
mind it, if you'l believe him that bought 
them, he ſaith, That they are worth more 
than a-world 3 and ſhall the preciouſeſt 
commodities be leaſt valued? or was Chriſt 
miſtaken, and gave too much for them? or 
are you wiſer than Chriſt? is gold and fil- 
ver worth more than a ſoul? are dyin 
men , or are damned men that have loſt 
their ſouls, of this mind ? Oh Sirs, you can 
_ never | be too careful about the faving of 
your Souls, 

3. Conſider whither you are bound; it's 
for eternity, either everlaſting glory, or 
everlaſting miſery, Death will ſhortly 
land- you 1n endleſs happineſs or ſorrow, 
and it you would never ſo fain you cannot 
then alter your ſtate; you may repent your 
bargain, but not mend it; prayers, tears, 
and wiſhes will e're long be in vain. Oh 
therefore ſeeing it is for eternity, do your 
work to purpoſe, that it may not need re- 
penting of : Man your voyage is great,lay 
in proviſions accordingly,

when they come to caſt up their accounts, 
fhnd that they were hugely out 3 men carry 
great ventures with them, and expett ta 
be made-by.it, and when all comes to all 
they are worth leſs than nothing, and un» 
done for ever; no grace,no peace,no Chriſt, 
no glory; and is it worth the while to ven- 
ture ones life and foul tor that which is 
worth nothing, and will do one no good in 
another world. 

5. Confider what -dangers you are in 
every moment: I need not tell you that 
you are ſailing within a few inches of deathy 
fometimes ſtorms, ſometimes ſands, ſome- 
times rocks, ſometimes pyrates, ſometimes 
a calm, . and proviſions fail ; ſometimes the 
Veſiel proves leaky, and men are fain to 
pump for their lives; you know your dan- 
gers better than I,I wiſh you did allo know 
how to ſecure your ſelves: what have you 
to hold up your hearts in the greateſt of 
difficulties? can you ſay Chriſt is my Ark in 
this ſtorm, his boſom will be my barbour 
if this ſhould prove a wrack. W hat doſt 
thou ſay man? if you can't, I wiſh you 
could. Awake oh ileeper, what meaneſt 
thou ? We: bs

| make, 
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make, they go out fraught with tears and 
groans, and paſs through many a ſtorm, 
devouring ſeas of difficulties, and ſome- 
times almoſt loſt, ſo that they ſcarce kaow 
whether they be in the Sea or out; their 
Maſts are ſpent, their Rigging ſpoil'd,their 
Anchors and Cables broke 3 and yet after 
all there hath been a calm, their Riggiog 
recruited, and all recovered, and they 
come home richly laden with grace, peace, 
glory,and the pearl of great price,and they 
come top and top-gallant into the harbour 
of reſt, and have an abundant entrance ad- 
miniſtred into the everlaſting idheritance: 
and would not you be one of thoſe?Bleſled 
are the people that are in ſucha caſe; yea, 
bleſſed are the peoplewhoſeGod istheLord, 
Oh what a triumphant welcome will. ſuch 
have to Glory | and would not you be glad 
to be of this number? but Sir, what ſhall 1 
do to make ſuch a Voyage? It I ſhould give 
you advice will you take it 2 Oh but will 
you indeed? if you will not, lay down this - 
book and read no farther : But methinks I 
hear ſome ſaying, Oh that we did but know 
what we ſhall do to be faved, what we ſhall 
do to ſecure this pearl of great price?

Out of the depths have I 
cryd unto thee : an Alluſion to the cries of 
ſhipwrackt men (as hath been formerly hint- 
ed) going to be ſwallowed up of the deeps, 
O,what doleſul and earneſt crys do they give!

Then they cry to him in their tronbles, and 
he bringeth them our of their Diſtreſs : Their 
Crying ſpeaks the earneſtneſs of their Spirits

fervent Prayers , working-prayers ( ſo the 
Greek read it.) Are You, working for life 
and death £ and the Seas working 2 and the 
Veſſel working 2 and ſhall not your Prayers 
be working 2 1, Should not your prayers 
be fervent, now life les at ſtake for it : men 
will pray hard for their lives; a poor Priſo- 
ner, O how will he plead for his life ! Let

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Prayers that are like the waves of the Sea, 
itis a Scripture-Similitude, Let him ask in 
Faith without wavering, for he that wavereth, 
is like a mave of the Sea driven with the 
Wind and is toſſed; for let not that man 
think, he ſhall receive any thing of the Lord. 
The word wavering it ſignifies when a man 
is at no certainty with himſelf, but at vari- 
ance; ſomtimes being of one mind, ſom- 
times of another : we ſhould in our diſtreſs 
pray believingly : therefore our Lord Jeſus 
did chide his Diſciples for not ating faith in 
thar ſtorm we read of : Why are you afraid, O 
Je of little faith ?- 1, Weat (uch times are 
ro act faith upon the power of God. He 
knows how to deliver the godly out of temp- 
tation: when neither Angels nor Men know 
what way a mercy ſhall come in, a delive- 
rance ſhall beſegt; yet the Lord knows, he 
iS neverat a1loſs for ways and means, a piece 
of che Ship-wrack't Veſſel, a Mait, a piece 
of a broken Plank, any thing ſhall doit if 
God command it, Nothing ters off fo much 
the Power of God, in a preſervation, as the 
utter unlikelihood , and improbability that 
was1n it, when all hope of being Seved was ta- 
ken away, then came the Angel to Paul. 
Here was the power of God ! How much of 
the power of God did appear in ſaving the

the faithſulneſs of the promiſe in time of dan- '” 
ger. The more Believers plead this in 
ther daingers, the better they are uſually 
fetched off. God loves to have his faithful- 
neſs leaned on, in diſtreſs, 2, Faithin Prayer ,,,, 5 
eyes the immutabiliry ofthe promiſe. Hope 13. 
ia the promiſe as to its unchangeableneſs, in 
your ſtorms is your beſt Anchor. This is 
the Anchor that will never come home zgain, 
This wade Luther ſay, he had rather be i 
the bottom of the Sea with a promiſe, than in 
Paradiſe without 4 promiſe ls 
4. Thoſe prayers, that are ſuch excellent 
means for preſeryation from Sea-dangers, 
are to be preſented to God, by the hands of 
Chriſt: no piayetrs are prevailing prayers, ei- 
ther at Land, or Sea, bue ſuch. Chriſt is 
the great Friend of poor Creatures in all 
their dangers, We read of Chriſt praying 
when the Diſſes mere ſinking 5 Why were

praying for them ! The Angel that ſtood by 
Paul, when all the Ships-company'were ſo 


pigh being caſt away, was Chriſt, Chriſt 


carries the prayers of poor Creatures unto 
his Father, when they are in dangers, and 
diſtreſs ; and brings anſwers ſuddenly from 
Heaven, and ſo the ſtorm is quiet, and be- 
comes a Calm. Aud you little, it may be, 
know how it comes. O Chriſt many times, 
prayes for it! no queſtion Paul had been 
praying for the preſervation of the Veſlel, 
when the Angel brought him that good 
news. Al that ſayl with thee, are given thee, 
He had been begging their lives, and Jeſus 
Chriſt gives in the an{wer, 

5. Thoſe Prayers, that are ſuch excellent 
means for preſervation, are unfeigned Pray- 
ers. Sea-men often do with their Prayers, 
and Conſciences, as they do with their goods 
ina ſtorm : they caſt them over-board, bur in 
a Calm they with for them again. So, many 
of them pray in their ſtorms, bur theſe pray- 
ers are but forced prayers, God never hears 
from them but in danger. Alas, God looks 
upon ſuch praying to be only flattering, 2nd 
lying, and fo he calls Hypocricucal praying, 
They flattered me with their lips, and lyed unto 
me with their tongues, Why,they were pray- 
1ng. O bur their hearts were ail.this while a 


deceitful Bow, they were Hypocritical in all 
this.

6. The prayers that are ſuch excellenc 
means for preſervation, are prayers flowing 
from a broken and a contrite heart, He 7s 
nigh them that are of a contrite heart, Nigh 
chem 2 how * nigh them to ſave them, ſo 
ſayes the next word, (ſome read it). he pre-. 
ſerveth the diſmayed in Spirit, or bruiſed. Are 
you diſmayed in dangers, under the ſenſe of 
your fins? fearnor, God is nigh ſuch. Bur 
alas, what are the Prayers of a Company of 
poor wretches unbroken either for their fins, 
or from their ſins ? who it may be, before the 
ſtorm, were Swearing and Blaſpheming God : 
the Prayers of ſuch 1s no-more then 70 cut 
off a Dog's neck. 

I. Reaſon why Prayer is ſuch an exce]- 
lent means for preſervation, becauſe, In this 
duty God's honour is highly concerned, this 
1S Gods great Name, and Title, 4 God hear- 
ing prayer, in which he much glories. - All 
his Artributes are much honoured, in calling 
upon him, eſpecially in times of dangers ana 
diſtreſſes, 1. When you call upon God at 
Sea, you honour his Soveraignty, his So- 
veraignty over the Winds and Seas: is ac- 
knowledged by calling on him. God ayes 
torhe(e proud waves, So far and no further ! 
So, the ſterm and hail, they fulfil his will; and 
G 4 Win 
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when he pleaſes he commands a Calm, 
2. Prayer intime of danger chonours God's 
Wiſdom, when we ſee no way open, for mer- 
cies and deliverance to come 1n at, then to 
look up to him ;, believing, he knows how to 
deliver out of Temptation, O, how much 
of the wiſdom of God appears in preſervati- 
ons in time of danger ? and is it not a good 
token of mercy coming in, when Perſons 
pray, tho1gh all viſible wayes are block't up ? 
this honours God's Wiſdom, - which we ac- 
knowledg is never at aloſs, as to wayes of 
bringing in mercy and deliverance. 3. The 
Faithfulneſs of God is much honoured in 
times of danger, when he is called upon, the 
faithfulneſs of a Friend doth moſt appear in a 
ſtrait: now,if you can rely upon his Protniſe, 
Gods faithfulneſs is the beſt line, men ſinking 
at Sea can lay hold on. SoI might add,Cal- 
Img upon God, honours all his other Attri- 
butes, 

2, Reaſon, becauſe the promiſe of pre- 
ſervation runs ro Prayer. Call upon me in

Thou for any thing I know,may 
ok thy mercy for a while, unasked , bur, I 
tell thee from cheLord,Thy preſeryations and 
deliverances may be Curles to thee. When 
men- are delivered from Sea, and fall into 
their Wickedneſles again, they are a Curſe 
to them, when they ſay, They are delivered 
to do all theſe abominations, You have your 
deliverances, but you have not them in a 
way of promiſe, you haye them not in a way 
of prayer, theſe unſouglht-for metrcies, are 
uſually Curſes to the Receivers; 

3. Becauſe,Prayers in times of danger u- 
ſually are accompanied with the Exerciſe of 
grace : now the greateſt deliverances come 
n away of the exerciſe of grace. Grace 
lyes dormant until it be awakened by danger : 
they dre not ſleepy habits, that uſually deli- 
verance comes in upon, but when grace is ex- 
ſerted. When came| that Preſervation to the 
Diſciples at Sea, in that dreadful ſtorm, bur 
when the Ship was covered with waves ?

did by Judas, though it was a great while

ceed no further, for their folly ſhall be made 
manifeſt unto all men. Here 1s an ample and 
an open diſcovery made of them ; they 
ſhall proceed and deceive no more. We 
read of a terrible threatning of God, that 
God in this caſe often fulfills in this preſent 


life, They that turn aſide to their own crooked Pal. 25.5 


ways; viz. of Hypocriſie as well as Idola- 
try, ſhall be led forth, or walk forth (as the 
Hebrew reads it) with the workers of iniquity; 
viz, {hall be diſcovered tobe in no better 
a condition than the very profane perſons 
are, they ſhall be led forth to puniſhment, 
Or Execution with themm; for it ſeems to hint 
at ſuch a leading forth as when Priſoners 
gotocondign Puniſhment.

We read a fad ſtory of a 
profeſing people, eventhe Ancients of the
